^pHE tariff question is not what it used to be, because Ameri- 
1J. can industry is not the same. It is no longer an infant, but 
needs the \vorid for the marketing of its products. 


Americans ha\e a better understanding of tariff wails. The 


emergency tariff now before Congress proposes a tax of 2 cents 
a pound on meat to protect America from the 1 per cent of im- 
ported meat. This is the equivalent of adding 2 cents a pound 
to the 99 per cent of meat raised in this country. 


The emergency tariff proposes a tax of 30 cents a bushel on 


wheat. \\ h:ch will be translated into a higher price for flour in 
the greatest wheat-producing country in the world. Other pro- 
posed charges are 10 cents a pound on sugar and $1 per pair on 
shoes. 
• 
The Southern farmer heard ,he siren voice of the tariff in the 


name of the oppressed peanut. He has already realized that 
others aie playing that game and that he \vill pav dearly for 
what he gets out of the tariff under the emergency bill. 


The attrude of the cane growers of Louisiana J<= easily under- 


stood. Thev would benefit directly from the tanff on a leading 
industry. The farmer whose crops are clnersified occupies quite 
a different position. The tariff question is a mixed one, and no 
one realizes that more than the tariff barons themselves.

Cancelling The Debts

cancellation of the^ war loans made by the Allied and 


X Associated Power? to one another is a matter for discu.^ion. 
It is not a matter for immediate decision one way or the other. 


The proposal is of British origin and it \\as originally ad- 


vanced at the time of the armistice as the most practical meaii^ 
of restoring the economic balance. There is now a large body 
of British expert opinion which believes that it is the only means 
of restoring the balance and that the United States will eventu- 
ally be compelled by the necessities of its foreign commerce to 
give its assent. 
, i 
Undoubtedly the cancellation of these debts would exert an | 


enormous influence on the rehabilitation of world finance and 
•world trade, provided the final adjustment was made in good 
faith, but the United States could hardly be expected to enter 
into such an arrangement without a definite understanding as 
to future political and economic policies on the part of the 
actual beneficiaries. 
The war debts owed to the United States represent more than 


$10,000,000,000 
of the money raised by loans from 
the 


American people, who are paying the inteiest and sinking-fund 
charges. So far as the Government is concerned, this debt must 
be paid to the bondholders along with the other obligations in- 
curred in war, and revenues must be raised by taxation to meet 
the charges. 
. 
The United States could hardly be expected to cancel this 


$10,000,000,000 if the European Governments, which o\\e th« 
money are to spend any part of it on armament, or to engage in 
any scheme of imperialistic exploitation in consequence of it. 
Nor could the United States be expected to cancel the debts if 
the Allies were to insist on a program of German reparations 
'which would work to the economic disadvantage of the Amer- 
ican people. The only reason for wiping the account off the 
books is to re-establish the economic stability of the world for 
the common good, and unless there can be definite assurance- 
that this will be brot about the game is not worth the candle. 
^ 


Nothing could be more ridiculous, for example, than to expeci 


the United States to join m a general program of cancellation 
if the nations that derived the benefits were to take advantage 
of their new economic freedom to engage in a competition of 
armament against this country. - In that case v.e *huul«i mere.y 
have subsidized them in a policy to impose new taxe* on the 
American people at the expense of the American people. 
Nevertheless these debts have created a situation which can- 


not be ignored. If the United States were a member ot the 
Lea<nie of Nations it might be relatively simple to work out a 
plaiTof cancellation which would insure good faith on the part 
of everybody concerned, but the United States is out of the 
League "and'Mr. Harding is still uttering platitudes about the 
mythical society of nations which is to be personally conducted 
by his Administration. 
In the League or out of the League, these debts are a tremen- 


dous economic fact of almost equal importance to the German 
reparations and inextricably intertwined with those reparations 
in respect to all questions of international reconstruction. Even- 
tually the Senate to the contrary notwithstanding, they will 
have'to be dealt with as an econoniic fact and not as an inspira- 
tion for political rhetoric—x
